REPORT. 



General Treasurer's Office. 

Providence, R. I., January 2, 1911. 

To the Honorable the General Assembly of the State of Rhode 
Island and Providence Plantations: 

In accordance with provisions of Section 19, Chapter 
43 of the General Laws of Rhode Island, 1909, a detailed 
statement is submitted herewith of the receipts and dis- 
bursements of the treasury department for the year end- 
ing December 31, 1910. 

i While the cash in hand at the close of business of 1910 
is not large, it is gratifying to note that during the year 
all demands made upon the treasury have been met 
without delay and the floating debt reduced from $200,000 
to $50,000. 

Additional revenue may be expected for 1911, as the 
returns filed in this office by the Boards of Assessors 
of the several towns and cities show an increase in valua- 
tion of both real and personal estate: real, $16,854,979, 
personal, $8,465,448; a total of $25,320,427 over 1909. 

More revenue may also be expected from rents of 
oyster grounds, tax on savings banks and trust com- 
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panies, State and foreign insurance companies; but un- 
fortunately, in a growing and progressive State, the fixed 
charges increase in a corresponding ratio to current re- 
ceipts. 

It is evident from the statement below, the present 
sources of revenue are not in excess of the regular run- 
ning expenses of the State, and if appropriations are 
to be made for considerable sums, either for special ob- 
jects or permanent improvements, the future must be 
relied upon for payment.

Attention is directed to the excellent condition of the 
several sinking funds for the liquidation of the bonded 
indebtedness of the State. 

During the year, $200,000 State House Construction 
Loan bonds, due January 1914, have been purchased 
and retired, reducing the annual interest charges many 
thousands of dollars, and the detailed statement attached 
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hereto shows the fund has sufficient cash and securities 
to liquidate the remainder of the issue, $200,000 due 
1914, and could easily take care of the $400,000 due in 
1924, if the bonds were obtainable. 

The Treasurer's report of 1909 called attention to the 
unnecessary addition of the small sums received from 
auctioneers' duties to the Permanent School Fund. 

The original purpose of the act creating the fund was 
to apply the income to the support of the public schools 
in the several town and cities, but the returns were too 
small to be of value for educational purposes, and in lieu 
of the income one hundred and twenty thousand dollars 
has been annually appropriated for many years. 

As the fund is no longer used for the purpose for which 
it was intended, the meagre sums received from auc- 
tioneers' duties should go to the general fund. It would 
add but little to current receipts, but it would, at least, 
partly compensate for the labor and expense of keeping 
accounts with, and collecting duties from, more than 
one hundred auctioneers. 

I therefore recommend the repeal of Section 2, Chapter 
40, of the Laws of Rhode Island 1909. 

The town of Warwick having failed to pay its portion 
of the State tax, due December 15th, 1910, amounting 
to $20,332.59, a certificate to this effect has been for- 
warded to the Attorney General in acordance with the 
provisions of Section 18 of Chapter 43 of the General 
Laws of Rhode Island, 1909. 

A detailed statement of the State House, Armory, 
Highway, Metropolitan Park, Penal and Reformatory 
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Institutions Sinking Funds; and the Permanent School 
Fund, Touro Jewish Synagogue Fund, the Land Grant 
Fluid of 1862, and a list of unpaid bills, due December 
31, 1910, is attached hereto. 

In the appendix may be found a statement of the re- 
ceipts and payments of the Hunters' License fund, the 
list of deposits by sundry trust and insurance companies, 
the valuation of cities and towns for 1910, and a list of the 
sources of revenue and the amount derived from each.

STATE TAX. 



Chapter 39, Section 1. — A tax of eighteen cents on each one hundred dol- 
lars of the ratable property of the several towns as herein set forth shall be an- 
nually assessed, collected, and paid by the several towns to the General Treas- 
urer. After the year 1905, the valuation of the several towns and cities as fixed 
by the assessors of the said towns and cities respectively at the assessment of 
taxes in said towns and cities respectively next preceding the respective times 
of payment of the state tax to the general treasurer shall be the basis of the tax 
provided for by section 1 of Chapter 39 of the General Laws. Payments due 
June 15 and December 15.

INSTITUTIONS FOR SAVINGS. 

Chapter 39, Sections 3 and 4. — Every institution for savings shall an- 
nually pay to the General Treasurer forty cents on each one hundred dollars 
deposited therewith, and on each one hundred dollars of reserve profits, said 
sums to be ascertained from a report to be made by such savings banks to the 
bank commissioner, and to be paid on or before the first Monday in August.

STATE INSURANCE COMPANIES. 

Chapter 39, Section 5. — Every insurance company incorporated and doing 
business in this State shall annually, on the first Monday in April, pay to the 
General Treasurer two per centum of the gross premiums and assessments re- 
ceived on property insured by said company during the year ending on the 
thirty-first day of December preceding, on property insured by said company 
within this State and on property insured in any other State on which such com- 
pany has not paid and is not liable to pay a tax to such other State.

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FOREIGN INSURANCE AND SURETY COMPANIES. 

Chapter 39, Section 6. — Every agent of an insurance company, co-opera- 
tive or otherwise, and every agent of a surety company not incorporated by the 
State, doing business or residing therein shall, during the month of January in 
every year, make returns to the General Treasurer of the amount insured or 
procured to be insured by him, and by his sub-agents in this State, during the 
year preceding, and of the amount of premiums received, and assessments col- 
lected, during the said period; and shall at the same time pay to the General 
Treasurer a tax of two per centum on the amount of such premiums and assess- 
ments.

FOREIGN BUILDING-LOAN ASSOCIATIONS. 

Chapter 228, Section 6. — Every building-loan association admitted to do 
business under the provisions of this chapter shall before the first day of Feb- 
ruary in each year pay a tax to the General Treasurer of this State equal to one- 
fourth of one per centum on the amount of the capital actually paid in to Decem- 
ber thirty-first of the preceding year, from residents of this State, less the amount 
of all certificates withdrawn, and less, also, the amount of its outstanding loans 
secured by its shares on bond and mortgage and on real estate within this State 
and secured by its shares pledged by residents of this State; and said building- 
loan association and its shares shall be exempt from payment of any other tax 
whatsoever, except it shall be assessed for and pay a tax on all real estate ac- 
quired in this State in the course of its business.

JAILERS. 

Sheriffs, deputy sheriffs, jailers, and other persons, except clerks of courts 
and justices of district courts* receiving fines, penalties, and forfeitures accruing 
or belonging to the State, or costs due or payable into the State treasury, shall, 
as often as twice a year, account with the auditor for the same.

SUPREME AND SUPERIOR COURTS. 

Chapter 44, Section 16. — The clerk of the supreme court, and the clerks 
of the superior court, shall respectively within twenty days after the fif- 
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teenth day of February, May, August, and November in each year, in the 
county of Providence, render a true and particular account to the State 
Auditor of all fines, penalties, and forfeitures imposed or declared forfeit, and 
of all recognizances defaulted, and of all judgments rendered in favor of the 
State or of any officer for the benefit of the State, during such preceding quar- 
ter, also copies of all bills of costs taxed and actually paid, in whole or in part, 
in criminal prosecutions, or in any other case in which the State or the General 
Treasurer may be a party; also copies of all allowances for extraordinary and 
incidental services and expenses, and also of all moneys belonging to the State 
received by him from any source whatever; which account shall be accom- 
panied by a certificate from one of the justices of the respective courts, verifying 
the same, and specifying therein the number of cases tried or open to the jury 
and the amount of fines imposed for non-attendance of jurors.

Chapter 44, Section 27. — And clerks of district courts shall as often as 
once in three months render a like account to the State Auditor.

Chapter 39, Section 12. — Every telegraph company and every telephone 
company doing business within this State shall annually, on the first Monday in 
July, make return to the State Auditor, subscribed and sworn to by its treas. 
urer or agent within this State, setting forth all the gross receipts of such com. 
pany derived from its business transacted within this State from whatever source 
the same may come, whether from the transmission of messages, the use of ma- 
chines or otherwise, and shall thereafter annually, on or before the first day of 
August next succeeding the making of such return, pay to the General Treas- 
urer a tax of one per centum on such gross receipts for the use of the State, which 
sum shall be in lieu of all other taxes upon its lines and personal estate used ex- 
clusively in telegraphic and telephone business within this State.

EXPRESS COMPANIES. 

Chapter 39, Section 13. — Every express company doing business within 
this State shall annually, on the first Monday in July, make return to th& State 
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Auditor, subscribed and sworn to by its principal officer or agent within this 
State, setting forth all the gross receipts of such company derived from its busi- 
ness transacted within the State from whatever source it may come, and shall 
thereafter annually, on or before the first day of August next succeeding the 
making of such return, pay to the General Treasurer a tax of one per centum on 
such gross receipts for the use of the State, which sum shall be in lieu of all other 
taxes upon its personal estate used exclusively in the express business.

CHARTERS, CORPORATIONS. 

Chapter 39, Section 16. — No corporation other than a corporation for re" 
ligious, literary, or charitable purposes, or a military or fire company, shall be 
organized under a charter granted by special act of the General Assembly, until 
the petitioners for the same shall pay into the general treasury for the use of the 
State one hundred dollars, and in addition one-tenth of one per centum upon any 
amount of capital stock exceeding one hundred thousand dollars authorized by 
such charter; and every corporation which shall increase its capital stock shall 
pay into the general treasury, for the use of the State, one-tenth of one per cen- 
tum upon such increase; and the Secretary of State shall not issue a certified 
copy of any act creating such corporation, or providing for such increase of cap- 
ital stock, until he shall receive the certificate of the General Treasurer to the 
effect that the sum so required has been paid.

and may grant and issue a license for offering for sale and for selling, as a hawker 
and peddler, any other goods, wares, and merchandise whatsoever, except as 
hereinafter provided, for the State or any of the counties, upon the payment to 
the General Treasurer for the use of the State of the following sums: sixty dollars 
for a license for the State for one year from the date of the license, fifteen dollars 
for the State for three months from the date of the license, thirty dollars for the 
county of Providence for one year from the date of the license, ten dollars fo r 
the county of Providence for three months from the date of the license, fifteen 
dollars for each of the counties for one year from the date of the license, fifteen 
dollars for the city of Providence for one year from the date of the license, and 
five dollars for the city of Providence for three months from the date of the li- 
cense; and a license for the whole State only as a hawker and peddler for offer- 
ing for sale and for selling any article which, by reason of the protection afforded 
by the patent of the United States or otherwise, does not come into competition 
with the general sale thereof in the towns of the State, upon the payment of fifty 
dollars, for the use of the State.

— For the purpose of providing additional revenue 
for the State, every street railway company incorporated under the laws of this 
State, accepting the provisions of this act, shall annually, hereafter, on or before 
October 1, pay to the State, a tax upon its earnings as follows, viz.: if the annual 
dividend paid by such company during the year ending on the thirtieth day of 
June next preceding the date of the return made according to law to the railroad 
commissioner for such year is eight per centum on its capital stock actually out- 
standing during such year, or less, or if no dividend is paid by it, the tax payable 
by it for that year shall be a sum equal to one per centum of its gross earnings for 
that year, and if such dividend exceed eight per centum then the tax payable by 
it for that year shall be a sum equal to the excess of such dividend over eight per 
centum; but in no event shall said tax be less than a sum equal to one per centum 
of such gross earnings, which shall be paid without regard to the net earnings of 
such company.

RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING GENERAL TREASURER TO 

BORROW. 

Whereas, At a meeting of the electors in this State, held on the third day of 
November, A. D. 1896, the General Assembly was "authorized to provide for 
the borrowing, in addition to the amount of fifty thousand dollars, which it is 
now authorized to borrow, the sum of two hundred and fifty thousand dollars, 
or so much thereof, and in such installments, as may from time to time be neces- 
sary for the uses of the State:' 9 

Resolved, That the General Treasurer is hereby authorized to make and exe- 
cute in behalf of the State, from time to time, a note or notes, payable in gold 
coin of the United States of the present standard of weight and fineness, and not 
to exceed at any time, in the aggregate of such notes, the amount of two hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars, and to negotiate the same for a period of time not 
longer than one year, and at a rate of interest not to exceed four per centum per 

annum.
